2 — Anſwer will not ſeeme to ſatisſie the Argument, 
till wee haue diſcoue red and removed ſundry petty en- 
gines, which haue been planted againſt it, and ſecme to ſome 
men to batter it to the ground, and to make nothing of it, 
which I will. ſo farre as I can, ſet forth Al ovo,.. 
When the day of Mercy ſhined on the Church of God, 
and gaue men ſtrength and ſpirit to withdraw themſelucs 
from that leprous Church of Rowe , nothing was more ne- 
ceſſiry, then to make the people know, that the vaine pompe 
and Stage pleyes of baman Rites Which went then currant for an 
hi gb ſeruice of God (while in the meane time his one pre- 
ſcribed ſeruice, was either oblcured and defaced, or annjhi- 
lated and neglected) Was nd. true ſernice of God. Hence, you 
ſhill find the Diuines of that time labouring mainely vpon

ngen host Hane, (which was and is abe rate ot all the 

Popiſh' Ceremonies in their accounts; from the t to 
the leaſt of them) ſaue onely what God himſelfe hat h in his 
word preſeribed. In the meane time they denyed not a li- 
berty tothe Church, for ordaining of things for Order, Do- 
cency, and Eaificarion ; and ſuch, and ſo many, as the mee li- 
ty ol the Church ſhould at any time require. But not for a 
Wor/pip. vnder ſtanding worſhip as their aduerſaries did, for 
ſuch an at? as in ie ſelfe was pleaſing to Cod, and ſo as he would 
bee offended if it were not /o dene to him, | 
Hereupon ſundry well minded people began to thinke of 
all that in Popery was made part of the diuine worſhip, and 
vrged as ueceſſary for conſcience ſake, to bee ſo obſerued to 
the honour oſ God: And not conſidering warily, w het her 
things were at all in them ſalues too blame, or only in reſpect 
of the ſuperſtirious vſe and opinion of them they concluded, 
that all Was vnlawfull to bee vſed in any Act of religious ſer- 
uice,which was not commended (which, of ſeruice properly 
ſo to bee called, is true) and thereupon reſolued, no Templi, 
Belt, Fonts, Feſſipi, &c. And becauſe they found not a plaine 
command tor an Oath in caſes of Iudicature; no ſwearing : 
and, for the like reaſon, mo Baptizing of Infants, No ſet 
formes of prayer, or Order of reading Scripture ſince it is not in 
the Bible; no habits, no geſtures, but ſuch as were neceſſary 
in common vſe; nothing at all obſerued which might haue 
any particular reference to any thing Diuine or Eccleſiaſti- 
call, not ſo much as a C/eake or Gowne for a Miniſter as a ds/- 
tinflive'garment, nor ought elſe which might bee called Er- 
clefiaſticall. And as men went with more or fewer ſayles ca- 
ried along with this-conceite, ſo haue they fallen ſhort or 
gone further in their miſapplication of the true ground of 
Diuinity, which our great Diuines had deliuered ex hy o- 
theſi, conditionally and in a ſtrict ſenſe of the termes ¶ or-

Indeed Calvin requireth , that ſuch ſignificant Ceremonies 
be but few, and ſuch as may not obſcure Chriſt. But that hee 
allo wet h ſome ſuch to be inſtituted of the Church, cuen for 
the helpe of fignyfication, is as cleare as the Sunne at Noone- 
day. And he that will marke how the Replyer laboureth to 
hide the light of his Teſtimonies, (hall fide, that his Repry 
thereto borrowed much from his wit, without asking leaue 
of his Conſcience. But why doe l detaine you in the Sur- 
vay of particular men? The Harmony of ( onfſeſſions, (ct out 
with the Notes-of the French and Dutch Churches, will 
beſt ſhew how much the Churches of Chriſt haue judged 
to be left vnto the determination of men. And how ſhort of 
that allowance all thoſe men come, who will not permit her 
to conſtitute ſo much as one merely Eccleſiaſtical ¶ ire mony, 
but to containe het in the conſtitution ot ſuch things, as all 
men of themſelues are bound to obſerue, euen without any 
( enſtitution, and which no power of man can foi bid. 

You aske me, Where any ſich power 1 giuen to the ¶ hurch i 
I anſwere out of Mr. Caluin, and Dr. Ames too; viæ where 
ſhee is enjoyned to doe all things of Gods preſcribed wor- 
ſhip according to Order, Decencie, and to Ediſication. For 
what doth nece ſſæity ſerue vnto thoſe rules, ſhee is rather 
commanded, then ſimply allowed to conſider and take care of. 
And ſure I am, that though Order ſtrictly taken, belongeth 
but to Il, quando, to place and time, &c. yet the determina- 
tien of that, belongi g to eech Church, requireth many 
things. Now, 1s Order and Decencie in the out ward manner 
of handling all and t he ſeverall parts of Gods inſtituted ſer- 
vice, is required of rhe Churches ; ſo is it, that all bee done 
to Ediſicatic n; which is not that ef, that men luſt to impoſe 
vnder the name of Order, Decency, and Ediſication, is cm- 
wannded or Alon ed by t hat charge of the Holy Ghoft; but 
that al, which ſhce is to diſpoſe of, be ſuch indt ed, ſo far re as 
ſhe can judge. W hence will follow, that in Rites ſerving to 
Order or Deceucie, there ſhould bee what helpe on. 75 to 

Hes. 
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Edifieation by the fignificancieof thole Rites. For 
outward ordering ſhould be iuch, as may moſtedifie, 28 D.. 
Ame: ſaith, how can it bee but ſuch a Rite as is C ot 
the matter in hand, and agrecable to the vſe and intent ther- 
of, ſhall be vnto menthe more helpcfull,if it catry ſome ma- 
niteſt ſignification in the forehead ? For this reaſon Zav- 
chius preferreth (and ſo doth M. Perkins) the y of 
Insnhr fon vnder the water, bofore that of firinkfing, or 1:

Ceremony; how can it bee blameable in a Ceremonie of the 
Church , that it is ſegnificert, I meane, ſimply es nowine, in 
that very reſpect? For, if there be a ſurfer made of them, 
or any operatiue vertue ſuppoſed to bee in them, or any ne- 
ceſſitie or opinion of worſhipping God by them ex ſe;as of 
and ſn themſelues, ſuch vſe doth pollute them, and all that ſo 
vic them. - | 
In ęeſturet, it will bee acknowledged readily , that 

may hy fitted to the leverall war ans — 
vice, euen for ſignification, as M..(arrwright, and M. Fenner 
ſhew. But (faith Altare Damaſc.) wee muſt not bes tyed to 
them, In which, it hee meant, wer tyea by the conſcience, as if 
it were a ſinne, euen in it ſelfe, not to vſe them in the publike 
ſervice of God, I am fully with him : But either I ſoulely 
miſtake him, or elſe his meaning is, that what wee will doe 
freely of our ſelues, this way, is good; bur if once the Ma- 
giſtrate or Church require it to bee done, then all is marred.

Bat in vſing Rites and Ceremonies preſcribed for order, 
decency and edification, not as neceſſary in themſelues at all, 
nor as any worſhip of God per /e, by and of themſelues, nor 
as binding the conſcicnce, extra caſum ſcandals & conterp- 
n, without the caſe of ſcandale and contempt, wee attaine 
the end of our obſeruance, which is, the diſcharge of our 
duties to our Gouernours, the peace of the Church and our 
Miniſtery.

Indeed if our Ceremonies were ſo delivered vnto vs, we 
ought not to ſuffer t hem, but to reproue the tender of them, 
and reject the vſe. Vea if at all they were delivered hy our 
Church as neseſſary in themſelues, or as proper parts ot the 
ſervice of God in which we vſe them; or, not as meere Rites 
of indifferent nature, and mooneable at the Churches plea- 
ſure, and ſuch as (were it not for Order, Diſcipline, & Peace 
ſake in the Church) we might, without any offence to God, | 
as well leaue, as vie, For though this Condition ſhould nor 
make void any one of the ten commandments, as did t hat f 
the Iewes, yet becauſe it is contrary to the Law which for« 
biddeth all addition to it ſelfe, that is, as ( bamiey ſaith, to in 
bind the Conſcience per ſe, by and of it ſelte, we might not 7 i" 
ſufer that impictie to paſſe without contradictie n; nor, by _ 
our Conformity countenance ſuck a ſuperſtition. = 
And as this is true on that hand, ſo is it on the other, that 
if any man, ho holy, learned, or good ſoeuer, ſhall deliver 
this tradition to men (not having any word of God for him- 
ſelfc) Tor may not we are 4 Surplice in Gods Seruice , nor make 
the ſi one of the Croſſe at Baptiſme on the childs forehead ,nor © Wn

ſtition without reproofe, nor yeeld any practiſe to the com- 
mand or direction of this humane Tradition, for the very 
fame reaſon.

tram; part? ſtatuere, in things indificrent to make peremp- 
lawes on either hand, either that it muſt of neceſſitic 
be fo done in obedience to God; or; it aniſt not bet ſo den-. 
for direct obedience to God, as the onely Lord of the Con. 
ſcience: So it is my dutie, without partialitie on either 
hand, to ſhew my diſlike of their eontrary ſuperſtitions. 

Nor can it bee ſaid, that the one (ide doth vrge Confor- 
mitie more eagerly then the other doth Inconformitic. For 
they vrge Inconformitic directly for Confeience fake to 
God and aifirme, that it is {pnorance, or an ill Con tience in 
any man to vſe them, or both: hei eas the other vrge them 
not at all to be vſed tor any Conſcience ſake, or neceſſitie in 
chemſelues, but onely for Conſcience ſake, becauſe they are 
determined and impoſed as matters of Order, and external 
government by law full authoritic. 

Indecd the Church-Oilicers inflict more grievous pe nal- 
ties vpon the refuſall of theſe, as having aut hoi itie ot Law. 
Bur the other, at leaſt ſome of them, inflict deeper wounds, 
by caſting all men which conforme,out of the hearts & good 
opinion of all they can, as time-ſeruers, belly- gods, and 


What yeu will elſe that naught is. Nor is the Saſpenſiom of a 
Miniſter (in my conceit) a ſmarter ſtroake then the ſuſpen- 


ſiom of the Lords Sacrament from being received, vnle ſſe the 
geſture of fitting or ftanding may be ycelded to them.
